This is the largest deficit that has 


ever been known In the postal service, 
and Hitchcock Informed the president, 
that it was his purpose and his ambi- 
tion to show, a material decrease In 
the amount every year while he has 
control of the department. 


.Mr.1 Hitchcock is facing the problem 


of how. to cut down expenses so as to 
materially reduce the deficit and at 
the same time to keep the postal ser- 
vice up to Its present high slate of 
efficiency, 
To this end lie is to have 


a complete examination of the meth- 
ods in vogue In every branch of the 
service. 


The postmaster general has now lit 


work In Washington a commission of 
so.me forty odd experts In the regis- 
try service. They are making a thor- 
ough examination of the registry de- 
partment, which has been showing a 
Srowing dellcit year after year. 
The 


members of the commission have been 
drawn from postoflicos all over the 
country. 


When the registry commission has 


finished 
its labors, Hitchcock 
will 


summon another commission of money 
order experts to make a similar ex- 
amination of the money order divi- 
sion. 
This division also has been 


showing a growing deficiency, where- 
as the postmaster general thinks It 
should soon be placed on a self sus- 
uilning basis. 


In fact, Hitchcock believes that, the

JN planning a house see that the rooms are arranged so that they 


may be well-ventilated. Havo'windows'that may be raised frpin 


the bottom and lowered from the top.: There should be.a.window in 
every clothes closet, because clothes should be. aired. Therd should 
also he plenty of light in the hall, so that theVe will be no dark corn- 
ers for dust to settle in. In planning,'a/house many people pay very 
little attention to the back stairway. .---In consequence, it'is almost 
impossible o carry up a trunk or any large'piece; of furniture. Plan 
to have; wide stairways with steps that are-.broad and low. The walls 
and floors should be of material that may be easily cleaned.;. Painted 
walls may be cleaned without injury. There is :a-new .sanitary-wall 
coveting which is particularly nice for kitchen-' and bathrooms. It is 
called "sanitas," .and is.really, an oilcloth.niade with artistic patterns 
and colorings.- It may he washed like the ordinary oilcloth. Do not 
use'.carpets on the floor. A painted floor witii'a rug iS'far better and 
makes much less work for tlie housekeeper. ! A'bardwood'floor, :well 
varnished, and linoleum mats are recommended for -the kitchen. 
Have a separate flue for every stove, range or grate. One large flue 
with partition wall from base to top, will answer. Flues'for flrSplaces 
should be.atleast.S or 10 inches. An open fireplace,iVabout'the best 
ventilator lo: be found.

Never: place water pipes next to-an outside wall, as'ithey-are 


likely to freeze, causing.considerable inconvenience. See that there 
are grooves'.In.the shelves of china and glass closets. .Many a choice 
plate has been broken through this omission. .

.)>orch, if-possible, to air bed clothing. Bore two small holes in each 


•end of steps'.to prevent rainwater settling on the steps, nu'd also to 
prevent ice from forming in winter. 
When building chimneys, have 


the inside plastered with mortar, to which one-fourth..'as much-salt 
as'mortar has been added. This forms a glaze that soot can not 
stick to, thus preventing a chimney fire and often, serious trouble.
